Day in and day out our elected 
leaders make a mockery of dem¬ 
ocracy with the lack of respect 
they show each other when they 
resort to heckling, name-calling 
and — now — knocking and 
grabbing. Jt is embarrassing, 
and it is shameful. 

Anyone who hits the misfor¬ 
tune of following politics for 
a Jiving could have told you 
tensions on Parliament Hill 
have been running high these 
past few weeks. Those tensions 
boiled over late Wednesday 
afternoon when Prime Minis¬ 
ter Justin Trudeau took it upon 
himself to grab Conservative 
whip Gord Brown's arm and 
forcibly drag him through a 
crowd of .New Democrat MPs, 
knocking into K.uth Ellen 


JSrosseau in the process. 

I want to pause here to make 
an observation on what this 
altercation revealed to me about 
our prime minister's character. 
It takes a certain level of arro¬ 
gance, and not a little narcis¬ 
sism, for Trudeau to decide that 
he would have to personally 
interject himself and literally 
drag Brown down the aisle when 
he saw the Opposition whip's 
path was being blocked. That he 
apparently told the New Demo¬ 
crat MPs to “get the f-k out of 
my way" suggests he saw them 
not as human beings, but as 
annoying obstacles standing 
in his way. These things do not 
reflect well on the leader of our 
country. 

But this episode unfolded all- 
too-predictably when the New 
Democrats and Conservatives 
once again overplayed the out¬ 
rage card. We had the NDP's 
.Niki Ashton calling the experi¬ 


ence “deeply traumatic 1 ' and sug¬ 
gesting young female MPs might 
not feel safe coining to work. 
Conservative Jason Kenney piled 
on. characterizing Trudeau's 
conduct as "increasingly dicta¬ 
torial 4 ' and calling him a bully. 
I am not defending Trudeau's 
actions. They were blockheaded 
and wildly inappropriate. And 
1 am not discounting the range 
of emotions that MPs may have 
felt when the prime minister 
briskly strode across the aisle 
and grabbed Brown by the ami. 
But the opposition parties were 
laying it on ridiculously thick. 

1 wonder what was going 
through former prime minister 
Stephen Harper's mind as he 
watched the whole ugly scene 
unfold with a bemused look on 
his face?Critics used words like 
nEtsty, meEin-spirited and vindic¬ 
tive to describe his Conservative 
government. Say what you will 
about Harper (and you could say 


a lot of things, both good and 
bad), but he never would have 
pulled a dumb stunt like this. 

Trudeau's Liberals won the 
last election in part because 
they realized people were sick 
of the pettiness Eimd ugliness 
that we often saw during the 
Harper years. They promised us 
“sunny ways" and a more con¬ 
ciliatory approach. Here we Eire, 
not even a year in, and things 
are as bad as they ever were. 
There is no better time than 
now to have an adult conversa¬ 
tion about doing something — 
anything — lo fix this broken 
way of doing politics. Trudeau 
was a schoolteacher in an ear¬ 
lier life. He ought to make this 
a teachable moment. Shirting 
with himself.

The social media factor in policing

Retention woes 
due to lack of 
l-on-i skills:

The Edmonton Police Service is 
smuggling to recruit and keep 
new officers, and its deputy 
chief says social media is partly 
to blame. 

While many recruits look 
good on paper, things often 
fall apart in field training when 
they have to verbally deescalate 


situations —a skill that Brian 
Simpson says many young re 
emits don't have. 

"When you're talking on so¬ 
cial media you don't have that 
emotion component." Simpson 
said. " So how do you de-escalate, 
how do you bring that situation 
down, then have the ability to 
actually have a conversation? 
Because when people are emo¬ 
tional, they're not hearing you." 

Edmonton's attrition rate for 
new recruits stands at about 10 
per cent, which is three times 
higher than Calgary and also 
significantly higher than other 
cities in Western Canada. 

About half of new recruits 
bow out during the academic 
phase qf their 13-month proba¬ 
tion period, and about half leave 


or a re terminated during field 
training, which is when their 
communication skills come 
into play. 

“Our job is about listen¬ 
ing and having the ability to 
talk, and the key part is listen¬ 
ing. And you see with our so¬ 
cial media processes and how 
people interact and talk, it's 
not open conversation,* Simp¬ 
son said. 

“The reality is they are com¬ 
municating, they're doing it 
very effectively. But the nature 
□four job isn't social connec¬ 
tion — it's one on one. face to 
face with people." 

He said police have recog¬ 
nized the communication gap 
and will address it as an organ¬ 
ization in the future. 


] he number of applicants to 
the Edmonton Police Service has 
generally been in decline since 
the 199f}s. But the organization 
has seen an increase so far this 
year compared to last — up 
from 159 to 206 — and is on 
track for the highest number 
of applicants in five years. 

Officers spoke at a police 
commission meeting Thursday 
of a need to raise the service's 
public profile to reach more 
recruits while the job market 
is struggling. 

"The numbers have changed 
and that’s a direct reflection on 
the economy." Simpson said. 

Police will prepare a report 
on recruitment challenges that 
will go before the police com¬ 
mission in July,

Counsellors 
offer free aid to 
Fort McMurray

A mental health counsellor 
from Fort McMurray says it 
could take evacuees from the 
fire-ravaged city anywhere 
from a year to three years 
to completely heal from the 
trauma. 

"People are going through 
a range of emotions. A lot of 
it is grief and loss over losing 
their homes or their pets. Some 
people are withdrawn and 
confused„ some are anxious, 
and some are depressed,'' said 
Cathy Underhill, executive dir¬ 
ector of Fort McMurray-based 
Borealis Counselling Services, 
which since Monday has been 
offering free counselling out 
of St. Albert. 

“Sometimes there's re¬ 


traumatization when they re¬ 
turn to the community and 
face the devastation and de¬ 
struction, the loss of green 
space, the loss of homes. Jt 
can be complicated to heal 
and return to a normal life," 


Underhill herself is an evac¬ 
uee: she fled Fort McMurray 
along with about 88,000 resi¬ 
dents. Now she and three other 
counsellors from Borealis, a 
30-year-old nonprofit that of¬ 
fers employee assistance ser¬ 


vices and counselling to the 
public, are helping the com¬ 
munity for free. 

“People are already under 
financial strain. We wanted to 
make sure people have access 
to services without any worry

to cover costsUnderhill said. 

Those services include a 24-7 
hotline and in-person appoint¬ 
ments Monday to Friday during 
working hours from the River's 
Edge Counselling office. 

In addition to trauma, 
Underhill said some evacuees 
are having a tough time being 
away from home. 

“If you're living in another 
family's home or you’re in 
crowded environment, you 
may not have your space nr be 
able to relax. People are hav¬ 
ing trouble sleeping." she said. 

For many others, the evacua¬ 
tion has increased the financial 
stress they were experiencing 
since the economic downturn. 

“ There were more conflict s 
and tensions in the home, and 
people were already worried 
about not being to provide for 
their families. And now there's 
this trauma, 1 'Underhill said. 


INVESTIGATION 

Probe as 
arrested 
man dies 

The Alberta Serious Incident 
Response Team is investigat¬ 
ing the death early Thursday 
morning of a 47-year old man 
in police custody. 

Police arrested the man just 
after midnight on two breaches 
of his bail conditions and a 
charge of theft under 55,000. 
according to an AS1RT release. 

The man was' booked into 
the cell block in t he downtown 
headquarters and was found 
unresponsive at 3 a.m. 

Police say EMS were called 
and officers began offering 
first aid. but the man was pro¬ 
nounced dead when he arrived 
in hospital, 

ASJRT said there were no 
signs of traumatic injury. An 
autopsy has been conducted, 
but the cause of death will not 
be determined until toxicology 
results are available. 

Edmonton police spokes¬ 
woman Anna Batchelor said 
the force is providing any ne¬ 
cessary information to ASIKT, 
but would not comment on 
the case.

“They are not working with 
us," Ahmed said, after speaking 
at a police commission meeting 
Thursday. 

His son was one of two men 
shot near a lounge on New Ye^ir's 
Day and he died in hospital near¬ 
ly a week Liter. 

Ahmed described his son as 
a “good boy" and a "great Can¬ 
adian." 

“We need justice," he said. 

" Sad, and mad, and anxious— 
we feel that. I want to tell them 
that I am a human being. I'm 
talking about a human being." 

Ahmed came to the meeting, 
held at city hall, with a small

Student hiring initiative in high demand 


The Alberta government received 
twice the number of applications 
for its program that helps em¬ 
ployers hiring students than it 
had the budget to fund this year. 

Labour Minister Christina Gray 
announced that approximately 
3,000 summer jobs would be 
funded through the Slimmer 
Temporary Employment Pro¬ 
gram (STEP) this year, at a cost 
of S10 million. 

The total number of employer 
applications for the program 
stood at 2.600, with many look¬ 
ing to hire more than one stu¬ 
dent. The government approved 


1,100 of the applications. 

Gray said the government was 
taken aback by the response. 

“ the problem we had here 
xvas just so much enthusiasm 
and excitement tor the program," 
she said. 

Dahrouge Geological Consult¬ 
ing hired four students through 
the program for - the summer 

John Gorham, the company’s 
senior geologist, said having the 
students is ideal for the company, 
because a lot of their work is 
seasonal. 

“We usually rely on hiring 
students in order to grow our 


projects and this is a symbiotic 
relationship." he said. 

The students, Gorham said, 
get hands-on experience in the 
field and the company is able to 
take on more projects, ultimately 
growing the business over the 
long term. 

The company is paying its (bur 
students S23 per hour, with the 
STEP grant covering S7 of that. 

Gorham said without the 
grant it’s unlikely the company 
would have hired students this 
year. 

John Wagner, a mining engin¬ 
eering student at the l Jniversity 


of Alberta, said he’s keen for the 
opportunity to be at the company 
this summer. 

“It allows me to get a better 
view of what my degree is go¬ 
ing to be about in the future," 
he said. 

Wagner said there isn't much 
activity in his field right now and 
his job prospects were not great 
for the summer. 

“The mining faculty at the LJ 
of A has a tough go of it with 
getting jobs, by the time exams 
were over we had five of our 
40 students in class employed."

Matthew de Grood is on 
trial for the 2014 killings 
of Jordan Segura. Lawrence 
Hong, Kaiti Perras,Josh Hunt¬ 
er and Zackariah RathwelL 
His defence team is pursu¬ 
ing an NCR defence, claiming 
de Crood was suffering from 
a psychotic epi¬ 
sode at the time. 

Many have 
taken to social 
media stating 
they believe de 
Grood faked his 
psychosis to get 
away with an 
NCR defence. 

Dr. Sandy 

Simpson, head of the foren¬ 
sic psychiatry department at 
the University of Toronto and 
chief of forensic psychiatry at 
the Centre for Addiction and 
Mental Health, said there is 
always a possibility that some¬ 
one might try to fake symp¬ 
toms — but said all forensic 
practitioners and psycholo¬ 
gists are Indued to took for 
malingerers jfakers) for just 
that reason. 

"What the forensic assessor 
does is they interview the in¬ 
dividual to gain some under-

a long period of time in order 
to pursue an NCR defence. 

"Anyone can come to a one- 
hour interview and claim a 
whole series of symptoms and 
maybe put on an act for a 
short period of time, but it’s 
very hard to sustain that over 
months and years — especial¬ 
ly around people who have 
genuine psychosis,” he said. 

Not only that. Simpson said, 
but an individual who suf¬ 
fers from a psychotic episode 
would often demonstrate a 
pattern of behavior leading up 
to an incident — much like de 
Grood, whose behaviour has 
been reported 
as “odd" and 
“disorganized” 
in the months 
leading up to 
the stabbings. 

In the last 
week, three ex¬ 
perts testified 
they believe de 
Grood suffered 
a psychotic episode the night 
he stabbed the Rrentwood 
five and said they believe it 
was likely schizophrenia that 
caused the episode. 

Simpson said symptoms 
for schizophrenics can come 
on over months or just a few 
weeks and said it most com¬ 
monly occurs for young males 
in their early 20s.

The final witness in the murder 
trial of Matthew de Grood bol¬ 
stered the defence's case that he 
was not criminally responsible 
when he stabbed five young 
people to death at a Calgary 
house party two years ago. 

“1 believe on the balance of 
probabilities he had a legitimate 
psychotic disorder.” said Andrew 


Haag, who hits a doctorate in 
forensic psychology and works 
at Alberta Hospital Edmonton, 
on Thursday. “My primary diag¬ 
nosis is it is schizophrenia. It 
interfered with his ability to 
recognize that h is actions were 
morally wrong” 

Haag's diagnosis and his testi¬ 
mony that de Grood suffered a 
psychotic episode rei nforced the 
positions of two forensic psych¬ 
iatrists who testified Wednesday. 

The trial has heard evidence 
that de Grood became with¬ 
drawn about a month before 
the attack on April 15,2014 and 
started including strange posts 
about the end of the world, reli¬ 


gion, vampires and Darth Vader 
on Facebook. He reported hear¬ 
ing voices telling him to kill and 
believed the end of the world 
was coming before he grabbed 
a knife from a kitchen in the 
northwest Calgary home. 

Haag said in his interviews 
with de Grood the young man 
worried there would be “an out¬ 
break of vampires." De Crood 
said the night of the attack, he 
heard one male voice telling 
him to “kill them all before they 
kill you" and a second voice tell¬ 
ing him to kill the four other 
victims sitting on a living-room 
couch. 

“He believed he was immin¬ 


ently in danger at the time. He 
had to act.” 

Haag said he found no evi¬ 
dence that de Grood was faking 
menial illness. 

Final arguments will he held 
Tuesday. 

De Grood"s lawyer, .Allan Fay. 
believes he proved his case. 

“I'm happy with the way t he 
evidence came out . J think the 
experts who testified certainly 
support my position." he said. 

Fay said the entire case has 
been painful. 

“It s horribly difficult. 50 
many young lives wiped out 
in those events. It h s terrible/' 
he said, the Canadian press

Alberta's 
credit 
rating 
hit again 

Alberta's credit rating has been 
downgraded again. 

Standard Sr Poor's has 
changed the province’s rating 
from double-A-plus to double-A. 

The company says the down¬ 
grade reflects what it calls “Al¬ 
berta's very weak budgetary 
performance and high, increas¬ 
ing debt burden” 

Last month, Moody's In¬ 
vestor Service and DBKis both 
downgraded Alberta’s credit 
rating due to concerns about 
the province's debt after the 
MDP government introduced 
its budget. 

“The one-notch downgrade 
reflects the impact of depressed 
oil prices on Alberta’s import¬ 
ant resource revenues and the 
province's fiscal response that, 
so far, has not meaningfully 
counterbalanced this external 
shock." Standard & Poor's said 
in a report released Thursday.

That’s the reason Semen¬ 
iuk and fellow firefighter Rob 
Schwabenbauer formed an or¬ 
ganization called the Mental 
Rescue Society, which aims to 
spark conversation about mental 


health in Edmonton. 

Schwabenbauer said they 
could have done it outside, but 
the dim, narrow concrete stair¬ 
well was a conscious choice. 

“People participating are real¬ 
ly going to get a sense of what 
it’s like to push themselves in 
a space that may not be in their 
comfort zone," he said, "it might 
help them appreciate a small 


pint ofwhat people go through 
on a daily basis who have men¬ 
tal illness.” 

Several people have showed 
up to run alongside Semeniuk, 
for a few flights or several hours, 
including a four-year-old girl 
who walked all the way to the 
top with her dad. and a group 
of fellow firefighters who ran 
the stairs in full gear.

Blake SEtid for many people, 
not knowing what happened 
to their home has created a lot 
of anxiety and this will help.

Blake initially fled north 
with other evacuees and said 
she had to see the commun¬ 
ity and the damage herself 
(though, her house survived 
the blaze), before she was able 
to speak to the media about it.

Ktutlin hopes she'll still be able 
to adopt a child after her home 
was among 10 destroyed by an 
explosion in Fort McMurray Mon- 
day night. 

Officials have been assessing 
Fort McMuirayand the province 
plans to have residents return on 
June 1, after wildfires destroyed 
about 10 per tent of the city 
on May 4. 

On Tuesday, fire officials said 
operators were in the process of 
restoring gas when a home that 
was getting serviced blew r up, 
damaging nine other residences. 

Kaitlin, who fled Fort Mc- 
Murray for refuge with her par¬ 
ents on Vancouver Island, has 
been trying to adopt a child for 
three-and-a-halfyears. She didn't 


provide her last name. 

Ffer home, she said, provided 
that “package" to assure social 
workers she had a suitable en¬ 
vironment for the child. Now that 
it’s gone, the adoption process 
will be a bit longer. 

“1 think ] would be a really 
cool mom,” she said. “It’s frus¬ 
trating." 

Kaitlin said she was told a 
home nearby had a gas leak, so 
when crews turned on the lines, 


the home exploded causing sig¬ 
nificant damage to others. 

Though the government 
couldn't confirm the cause of 
the explosion, crews have re¬ 
stored fiO per cent of essential 
infrastructure without an issue, 
said Scott long, executive direc¬ 
tor of Alberta Emergency Man¬ 
agement Agency, on Tuesday. 

Long said the cause of the 
explosion is still under inves¬ 
tigation. 


Kaitlin said she thought oflfi- 
dals were joking when they told 
her thiit her home was destroyed. 

“1 was like. ‘No my house is 
fine — the fire didn't touch it.’" 
she said. “When I found out. I 
was devastated because 1 knew 
what that meant for me and my 
adoption." 

ihe said the family plans to 
adopt a child from South Africa, 
but hasn't submitted paperwork.

“Yes L lost all my photos, mem¬ 
orabilia and things that meant 
something to me. but really those 
are just things. Keal'y it’s just the 
fact we’ve been trying to adopt a 
baby for years and this just puts 
a roadblock into things h 

but it’s not over for the family, 
according to Laura Swift, a social 
worker with adoption agency 
Adoption by Choice. "If U prolong 
it but it’s not over," she said. 
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If someone you know 
is in pain, don’t just 
stand there.

The tank-top tiff could be headed 
for the courts. 

Jenna Vecchio. the Ottawa 
woman whose gym told her that 
her breasts were too huge for her 
fEtnk top, says she is now explor¬ 
ing her legal options. 

The trouble began last week¬ 
end when a female staff member 
at the Orleans Movati told Vec- 
duo her outfit was making other 
gym-goers uncomfortable. She 
■was told she could come back 
and finish her workout — as 
long as she wore a T-shirt 

Vecchio wrote about her ex¬ 
perience on face book and posted 
a photo of what she was wear¬ 


ing. 'Ihat post quickly went viral. 

The episode has since gar¬ 
nered worldwide attention, with 
media outlets such as Cosmo¬ 
politan and the New York Daily 
News in the United States to The 
Mirror and The Independent in 
the United Kingdom picking up 
her story 1 . 

Movati says it looked into the 
matter and stands by its actions. 
The gym also raised questions 
about V'ecchto’s outfit that day. 

“While it may not have been 
intentional Ms. Vecchio's attire 
was not as modest as she has 
suggested via the images she 
shared recently on Face book and 
through media interviews, and 
caused multiple members to feel 
uncomfortable and voice their 
concerns to our staff, H Movati 
said in a statement. 

“Following Ms. Vecchio s own 
social media postings on this mat¬ 
ter, we conducted a thorough in¬ 
vestigation which included first¬ 
hand accounts from members 
and other staff, and a follow-up 
meeting with Jenna herself, who 
seemed to leave the facility feel- 


ingas though she had expressed 
her posit ion. Upon conclusion of 
our interviews, we stand by the 
original decision that confirms 
that Ms. Vecchio was dressed 
inconsistently with our code of 
conduct." 

Vecchio now says she plans 
to meet with an Ottawa human- 
rights lawyer in the next few days 
to explore her options. 

She says she is further of¬ 
fended and humiliated by the 
gym's claim that her clothes were 
“not as modest 1 " as she claims. 
She also disputes that she was 
wearing her tank top any differ¬ 
ently than in her Facebook photo.

SYRIAN REFUGEES 

Domestic 
abuse in 
spotlight 

the Arab Community Centre of 
Toronto says that, on average, at 
least one Syrian woman a week 
is disclosing to them they are 
a victim of domestic violence. 

"This is not something that is 
prevalent within this particular 
group, it is prevalent within all 
refugee and newcomer popula- 
lions,” Huda Bukhari, the cen¬ 
tre's executive director, said 
Wednesday. “But because this 
particular group has come in 
all at once, then w r e see a lot 
more." 

Close to £ I billion in federal 
funds has been set aside for 
the Syrian refugee program, 
although a breakdown of how 
it's being spent hasn't been 
released. Most is being put to¬ 
wards settlement services, in¬ 
cluding providing for additional 
stiff for the increased caseloads. 

But helping families deal 
with and prevent abuse re¬ 
quires a specialized approach, 
Bukhari said Wednesday as she 
appealed to a House of Com¬ 
mons committee for funds tar¬ 
geted directly at the issue.

Mining projects to 
get close look: Bibeau 


The international development 
minister says she wants to see 
what more can be done to help 
indigenous people who are af 
fected by Canadian mining oper¬ 
ations abroad. 

Mane-Qaude Bibeau says that 
is one potential change in Can¬ 
ada's foreign aid policy as she 
embarks on a sweeping review 
of the country's international de¬ 
velopment assis tance, 

Bibeau announced 
the terms of wide-ran¬ 
ging public consulta¬ 
tions on revamp ingait] 
policy this week, as the 
Trudeau government 
faced internation¬ 
al pressure to boost 
overall aid spending 
to meet a UN target. 

Bibeau stressed the 
need to help women 
and girls — a “femin¬ 
ist approach," she called it — ns 
well as recognizing the need to 
help failing and fragile states 
and deal wi th the impact of cli¬ 
mate change. 

She also plans to take a closer 
look at so called public-private 
partnerships that have seen aid 
dollars spent in conjunction with 
resource companies. 

The previous Conservative gov¬ 
ernment pushed these partner¬ 
ships over the protests of many 


nongovernmental organizations, 
while some Canadian companies 
have periodically faced accusa¬ 
tions of riding roughshod over 
the rights of local indigenous 
people in developing countries. 

Natural resource exploitation 
is importEuit for the economic 
growth of many developing coun¬ 
tries. Bibejiu explained Thursday. 

But she said she plans to re- 
view the prelimin¬ 
ary reports on the 
five pilot projects 
involving Canadian 
resource companies 
in aid partnerships. 

“We have a role 
to play ... let's say to 
protect mining work¬ 
ers Eind to have these 
companies have the 
best positive impact 
in their commun¬ 
ities.” 

The Conservatives were also 
accused of linking Canada's trade 
ambitions too closely with its 
aid policy. Bibeau said helping 
the poorest of the poor — her 
mandate — is separate from that 
of her colleague, International 
'trade Minister Chrystia Freeland, 
which is to foster Canadian busi¬ 
ness and investment opportun¬ 
ities abroad, but those two inter¬ 
ests are not mutually exclusive.

Motion 6 
delayed after 
#elbowgate 
controversy 

The morning after Prime Minis¬ 
ter Justin Trudeau bagged swear¬ 
ing into a knot of Opposition 
Mlis. grabbing one and elbowing 
aside Emother to hurry up a vote, 
he made very public displays of 
personal contrition. 

Trudeau appeared at an MPs 
prayer breakfast to reEid aloud a 
scripture of his choice, Romans 
12, that counsels: don't think 
you are better than you really 
are. Then the prime minister 
delivered an abject apology in 
the House of Commons. 

The prime minister said he 
would willingly accept a com¬ 
mittee’s decision on his behav¬ 
iour. But he was non-committal 
faced with Opposition firry and 
celILs for him to withdraw a con¬ 
troversial and provocative mo¬ 
tion that was the backdrop of 


the Wednesday night scuffle. 
Known as Motion 6, it would 
have given the Liberal govern¬ 
ment unilateral control over 
the parliamentary agenda as 
it scrambles to push through 
its bills. 

Trudeau's longtime friend 
and House leader Dominic Le¬ 
blanc withdrew the motion he'd 
insisted was necessary just the 
day before. Leblanc offered to 
cooperate with the Opposition 
to extend debate time so all 
MPs could speak to the assisted 
death bill, and said the govern¬ 
ment still wanted to try to meet 
the J une 6 deadline imposed by 
the Supreme Court of Canada. 

However, it was clear after the 
Commons wasted nearly Four 
days in procedural wrangling, 
dust-ups, insults and apologies, 
that Parliament is unlikely to 
meet the deadline to legislate 
in response to the high court's 
Caiter v. Canada decision thEit 
decriminalizes physician-assist¬ 
ed death for competent adults. 

Trudeau's behavior left op¬ 
position members with a bitter 
tEtste. Conservatives and NDP 


MFs suggested Trudeau was 
"bullying’ 1 and had an anger- 
control problem. However, even 
some Liberals privately confided 
they were surprised by their 
leader’s action — and anger. 

Ambrose, the Conservative 
interim leader, later SEiid she 
welcomed the government's 
promise to withdraw the of¬ 
fending procedural bid for more 
pow r er, but added: "Let me tell 
you, w r e’re not going to forget 
about that because that was an 
insight into what they're will¬ 
ing to do when they come up 
against opposition." 

Conservative whip Cord 
Brow r n said the Liberals’ “uni¬ 
lateral attempts to take con¬ 
trol of the House of Commons’' 
were what "set off" Wednesday 
nighE’s scuffle. 

"Immediately afterward, 
the prime minister went back 
down the aisle of the House to 
confront other members of op¬ 
position parties. I later told the 
prime minister he should NOT 
have gotten out of his seat,"' 
Brown said.

There 
were not enough Liberals 
in the house at the time of 
the vote (the NDP was ex¬ 
pected to move motions on 
the bill, but then didn't), so 
the speaker had to break a 
tie. After it narrowly passed, 
some Liberals accused the 
opposition of pulling a "pro¬ 
cedural stunt." 

MAY 16: Liberal House 
Leader Dominic LeBlanc 
tables "Motion 6" which 
would give the prime minis¬ 
ter and cabinet power over 


parliamentary pro¬ 
ceedings, Conserva¬ 
tive House Leader 
Andrew Scheer 
called the move un¬ 
democratic. 

MAY 16: NDP MPs 
stood in the path of 
Official Opposition 
whip Gord Brown be¬ 
fore a time allocation 
vote on the assisted dying 
bill. An apparently annoyed 
Trudeau walked across the 
room, grabbed Brown and 
walked him to his seat so the 
vote could proceed. In doing 
so, he elbowed NDP MP Ruth 
Ellen Brosseau, sending the 
House into an uproar, The 
prime minister then crossed 
the floor, where he and NDP 
Leader Tom Mulcair engaged 
in a loud shouting match.

ASSISTED SUICIDE 

Fate of 
bill now 
uncertain 

The fate of the government’s 
controversial assisted death 
legislation and whether it can 
pass through Parliament by 
the Supreme Court’s deadline 
of June 6 is now very ninth in 
question.

Sen. Pamela Wallin 
won’t face charges 


The KCMP closed another chap¬ 
ter in the long-running Sen¬ 
ate expense saga I bursday by 
declaring they won't charge 
Sen. Pamela Wallin after an ex¬ 
tensive criminal review of her 
travel claims — a probe some 
senators say went on too long. 

The long-awaited announce 
ment comes nearly three years 
after the KCMP first started 
looking at ihe Saskatchewan 
senator and a month after the 
sensational dismissal of 151 
criminal charges against Sen.

Plane vanished 
from radar 
at 2:45 a.m., 
officials say 

An EgyptAir jetliner en route 
from Paris to Cairo with 66 
people aboard swerved wild¬ 
ly in flight and crashed in 
the Mediterranean Sea early 
Thursday, authorities said. 

The Canadian government 
says two Canadian citizens 
were among the passengers, 
foreign Affairs Minister Ste- 
phane Dion says officials are 
working closely with author¬ 
ities to confirm whether 
there were any additional 
Canadians on board. 

Egyptian and Russian of¬ 
ficials said it may have been 
brought down by terrorists. 

There were no signs of sur¬ 
vivors. 

EgyptAir Flight 804, an Air¬ 
bus A320 with 56 passengers 
and 10 crew members, went 
down about halfway between 
the Greek island of Crete and 
Egypt's coastline, or around 
175 miles offshore, after take- 
off from Charles de Gaulle 
Airport, authorities said. 

Greek Defence Minis¬ 
ter Farms Kamntenos said 
the plane spun all the way 
around and suddenly lost 
altitude just before vanishing 
from radar screens around 
2:45 a.m. Cairo time (12:45 
a.m. GM l ). 

He said it made a 90-degree 
left turn, then a full 360-de- 
gree turn to the right, plum¬ 
meting from 38,000 to 15,000 
feet, it disappeared at about 
10.000 feet, he said. There 
were no reports of stormy 
weather at the time. 

Egyptian and Creek au¬ 
thorities in ships and planes 
searched the suspected crash 
area throughout the day for 
traces of the airliner or its 


victims, with more help on 
the way from the U,S., Brit¬ 
ain and France. 

But as night fell, they had 
yet to find any confirmed 
debris, at one point dismiss¬ 
ing a reported sighting of 
life vests and other floating 
material. 

Civil Aviation Minister 
Sherif Fathi cautioned that 
the disaster was still under 
investigation but said the pos¬ 
sibility it was a terror attack 
"is higher than the possibility 
of having a technical failure." 

There was no immediate 
claim from militants that 
they had downed the plane. 


3f it was terrorism, it would 
be the second deadly attack 
involving Egypt's aviation 
industry in seven months. 

Last October, a Russian pas¬ 
senger plane that took off 
from an Egyptian Red Sea 
resort crashed in the Sinai, 
killing all 224 people aboard. 
Russia said it w r as brought 
dawn by a bomb, and a lo¬ 
cal branch of Daesh claimed 
responsibility. 

The plane's erratic course 
suggested a number of pos¬ 
sible explanations, including 
a catastrophic mechanical or 
structural failure, a bomb¬ 
ing. or a struggle over the 


controls with a hijacker in 
the cockpit. 

Egyptian security officials 
said they were running back¬ 
ground checks on the passen¬ 
gers to see if any had links 
to extremists. 

Whatever caused the crash, 
the disaster is likely to deep¬ 
en Egypt's w r oes as the coun¬ 
try struggles to revive its ail¬ 
ing economy, particularly its 
lucrative tourism industry. 
It has been battered by the 
political turmoil in which 
the country has been mired 
since the 2011 overthrow of 
President Hosni Mubarak.

The World Health Organization 
says the ongoing outbreak of 
yellow fever in central Africa is 
"serious and of great concern 1 '' 
but does not warrant being 
declared a global emergency. 

On Thursday, the UN health 
agency convened an expert 
committee to consider whether 
the epidemic of yellow fever, 
an acute hemorrhagic disease, 
qualifies as an international 
health emergency. That is de¬ 
fined by WHO as an “extra¬ 
ordinary" event with the po¬ 


tential to cross borders and 
requiring immediate action. 

WHO previously declared 
crises including the 2014 bbola 
outbreak and the Zika virus to 
be global emergencies. 

After deliberating for several 
hours, the committee's chair, 
Gyewule Toman r announced 
that although yellow fever does 
not meet the conditions for 
being an international health 
emergency it requires “inten¬ 
sified control measures'* in¬ 
cluding better surveillance and 
vaccination policies. 

The cu men t yellow fever out¬ 
break, first identified in Angola 
last December, has sickened 
more than 2.000 people and 
killed nearly 300'. T he mos¬ 
quito-spread disease has also 
been exported to Congo, Kenya 
and China. 


There is no known treat¬ 
ment for yellow fever, but 
there is a vaccine, although 
global stocks are limited. 

Until this year, the disease 
had never jumped to Asia. 

People with yellow fever 
often experience fever, muscle 
pain, and nausea. About 15 per 
cent of patients suffer a more 
toxic phase in a day and get 
jaundice, abdominal pain and 
kidney problems. Nearly half 
of those patients die within 
two weeks. 

Some experts called WHO's 
decision not to declare a global 
emergency a mistake. 

“Why should we have to wait 
until the crisis is right upon us 
before we act?" asked Michael 
Gsterholm. an infectious dis¬ 
eases expert at the University 
of Minnesota, the associated mEss 


Syrian government forces and 
allied militias made a swift 
advance into Damascus's 
rebel-held, suburbs on Thurs¬ 
day, threatening to disrupt a 
years-long stalemate in the 
war around the Syrian capital.

A Florida microbrewery has 
created an edible six-pack ring 
tp help prevent harm to local 
marine life by feeding ocean 
critters. 

Saltwater Brewery, based 
in Delray Beach, FI., commis¬ 
sioned the design of a bio¬ 
degradable. compostable and 
edible six-pack ring amide of 
barley and wheat left over from 
the brewing process. 

The brewery claims it is the 
first-ever product of its kind. 

Around the globe, 100 mil¬ 
lion sea birds and 100,000 sea 
mammals and marine turtles 
are trapped by six-pack rings 
each year, said marine biologist 
Mark Tokulka in a promotional 
video for the new product. 


Even cut-up plastic rings can 
hurt marine life, by being eaten 
and getting lodged in their 
stomachs. The Saltwater Brew- 
ery rings, however, can be di¬ 
gested safely, the brewery say's. 

The rings are as durable as 
the plastic variety. 

But they are a little more 


expensive. 

“It's a big investment for a 
small brewery created by fish¬ 
ermen and surfers and people 
who love the sea," said Peter 
Agardy, head of branding for 
the company, in the video. 

The brewery hopes that its 
competitors will adopt the 


technology, w r hich will drive 
the price of manufacturing 
down. 

“We hope to influence 
the big guys,*' said company 
president Chris troves in the 
video. “And kind of inspire 
them to gel on board."

“Given that there tire con¬ 
siderable benefits national¬ 
ly, regionally and locally, the 
board found that the benefits 
of the project would outweigh 
the residual burdens." Koberl 
Steednian, the board's chief 
environmental officer, said. 


“Accordingly, the board con¬ 
cludes that the project is in 
the Canadian public interest." 

Kinder Morgan wants to tri¬ 
ple the capacity of its existing 
Trans Mountain pipeline, 
which carries diluted bitumen 
from oitsands near Edmonton 
to Burnaby, B.C. for export. The 
expansion would bring capacity 
to S9O.OQ0 barrels a day and 
increase tanker 
traffic in Burrard 
Inlet seven-fold. 

The positive 
recommenda¬ 
tion has cleared 
a major hurdle 
For the project, 
with Prime Min¬ 
ister Justin Trudeau's cabinet 
set to make a final deci sion by 
the end of the year. 

Environmental groups said 
they weren't surprised by the 
decision. 

“ This is exactly what we 
expected from the National 
Energy Board, an industry-cap¬ 
tured regulator that never met 
a pipeline it didn’t like or en¬ 
vironmental impact it couldn’t 
ignore," Larissa Btendie of the 
Siena Club said in a statement.

UBC researchers fed allergic 
children peanuts in part to let 
parents practice using an Epl- 
Pen.

What you're describing is a Food 
challenge — when, under a doc¬ 
tor or researcher's supervision, 
someone who has {cr may have) 
an allergy is given a dose of the 
thing they're allergic to. 

Researchers such as pediatric 
immunologist Mi mi Tar g, whom l 
spoke to last year, use challenges 


in clinical trials like the one she 
did to test an experimental treat¬ 
ment for peanut allergy. 

All the children in the study 
were allergic to peanuts. Half 
were randomised to get the 
treatment, half a p acebo, All 
were challenged with peanut 
protein. Allergic reactions, in¬ 
cluding potentially life-threat¬ 
ening anaphylaxis, were an ex¬ 
pected outcome for many, it 
was a success Almost all the 
children who got the therapy 
stopped being allergic. Still, at 


seems risky. I asked Tang: Aren't 
you playing with fire here? 

"I'd like to play devil's advo¬ 
cate.'" she said. "Is it ethical to 
spend m il lions of dollars a nd the 
time of the people who are part 
of the study, to come out with 
a result that's not definitive?" 

Food challenges are gener¬ 
ally safe, she said, and like all 
research using human subjects, 
ethical approval is required. 
Nevertheless, they cause under¬ 
standable anxiety for parents. 

And there's always more room 


for ethical analysis in any field. 
According to a 2013 article in 
Allergy, Asthma, and Clinical 
Immunology, there are a "min¬ 
iscule number" of ethics papers 
about allergy research, When I 
spoke Id Tang i n early 2015, she 
was working on a paper with a 
group of experts from the World 
Allergy Organ ization a bout eth¬ 
ics in children's allergy research 
— work that's been abandoned.

Stars have 
an unlikely 
chemistry in 
Cannes comedy 

The world got its first look at a 
hoi new comedy dun last week¬ 
end in the unlikely teaming of 
actors Ryan Gosling and Rus¬ 
sel] Crowe at the Cannes Film 
Festival. 

London. Ont-bom Gosling, 
35. and New Zealander Crowe. 
52, are both best known as dra¬ 
matic actors, having come to 
Cannes previously in such ser¬ 
ious films as Drive (Gosling} and 


LA. Confidential (Crowe), 

But they had an international 
press audience howling twice 
Sunday, first at the world pre¬ 
en iere screening of thei r buddy 
comedy The Nice Guys and again 
later at the press conference. 
(The film opens soon world¬ 
wide. with a May 20 release set 
for North American theatres.) 

Gosling's March Holland and 
Crowd's Jackson liealy are reluc¬ 
tant partners in the hunt for a 
missing girl in the movie, which 
is set in the disco-mad, danger¬ 
ous and decaying Los Angeles 
of 1977 — the opening frames 
show r the Hollywood sign fall¬ 
ing apart. 

Holland is a stumbling private 
detective and Healy is "a debt 


collector with aspirations." as 
Crowe described his role. 

Whatever you call them, 
the two are great as a comedy 
duo., bantering, bickering and 
crashing through windows as 
if they've been schticking for 
years, although it's their first 
movie together. 

Before the questions began, 
Crowe pretended to be a pap¬ 
arazzi photographer, snapping 


photos of Gosling and Angtrurie 
Rice, who pretended to be angry 
at Crowe's invasion of their pri¬ 
vacy. Gosling and Crowe riffed 
about how they didn't really 
make The Nice Guy's together. 
They said new digital cameras 
have a “chemistry" feature that 
writer/director Shane Black just 
clicked to make the magic hap¬ 
pen. 

“We have absolutely no con¬ 


nection whatsoever,“■ Crowe said 
mischievously. 

“Russell did ul] of his work 
from New Zealand’“ Gosling 
interrupted. 

“1 was literally just on the 
phone!" Crowe agreed. 

But seriously, folks, the two 
really do click together on 
screen. Black quoted some¬ 
thing Crow r e told him during 
the filming. 

“Russell gave the best explan¬ 
ation I've ever heard when he 
says, 'Chemistry? It's really quite 
simple. We just learned to listen 
to each other.’'" 

Black certainly knows chem¬ 
istry, having written the first 
Let hal Weapon film that brought 
Mel Gibson and Danny Glover 


together, and having written and 
directed Kiss Kiss Bang Bang, 
which memorably teamed Rob¬ 
ert Downey Jr. and Val Kilmer. 

Black is also willing to trust 
his actors to ad lib, if they choose 
to — and Gosling and Crowe 
took fiill advantage of that free¬ 
dom. Said Crowe: “The great 
thing about Shane as a director 
is that although he took many 
years to write the script, he's 
not precious about it.., 

“He has the ability— and not 
everybody does — to just trust 
in the fact that we understand 
the spirit of what he intended . 
.. Shane is whiling and ent husi- 
astic about letting us explore 
things a little bit."

How to describe High-Rise, the 
darkly funny film From direc¬ 
tor Ben Wheatley? 

Here goes: imagine the love 
child of Lord of the Flies and 
The Towering Inferno. An adap- 
tation of J.G. Ballard's novel 
about class segregation in a 
luxury condo, High-Rise is cha¬ 
otic and completely bonkers. 

“There's material in here 
that is difficult and there's 
structure in here that’s diffi¬ 
cult but there's also fun," says 
Wheatley. 

“There's an Eire hy and sex 
and dancing and music, 1 al¬ 
ways like to think about it 
like those 40s and 50s Holly¬ 
wood movies and what they 
used to look like. There'd be 
no contradiction in a cowboy 


movie stopping for someone 
to sing a song, 

“You don't think about the 
pacing being really odd. The 
idea behind it was that those 
films were broken up into 
chunks. There's a variety to 


them that make them realty 
enjoyable. That’s what I was 
hoping for with this." 

Wheatley says the story of 
social warfare in the closed 
environment of an apartment 
building is just as relevant now 


as it was when Ballard wrote 
it in 1975. 

"Ballard used to describe it 
th;tt he wels standing by the 
side of the road waving that 
there is danger ahead. But 
when 1 reread it when I was 


40, it’s like. Crap, it's not a 
warning anymore. It’s like it 
was tEiken from the newspaper 
This is actually happening, 
which is kind of shocking but 
also kind of interesting.'’ 

Known for his uncompro¬ 
mising films like Kill List and 
Sightseers, movies that critic 
Sheila O'Malley described as 
“black comedy thrillers in¬ 
volving crime, murder" and 
notable for their “absence of a 
moral compass." The forty-four 
year old director is the cine¬ 
matic spawn of mavericks like 
.Nicolas Koeg, Ken Russell and 
John Boorman, British Film¬ 
makers who broke taboos in 
big budget movies like i>on’t 
Look Now, The Devils and De¬ 
liverance. 

“That was the mainstream," 
he says. "When you dig into 
the BT3 archive and look at the 
Jack Bond stuff and see the 
other end of the avant guard 
cinema that was being made 
at the same time, it was abso¬ 
lutely crazy. It’s a real shame 
that has been lost. What also 
makes me chuckle is you see 
reviews saying that High-Rise 
is insane or incredibly experi¬ 
mental and you think, 'This 
Film wouldn't have stood out 


as all that strange in the '70s. 1 
It wou Id have been a more con- 
servative Film oFthat period." 

Today it’s a little tougher to 
raise money to get challenging 
Films like High-Rise made. 

He says Hollywood-y or 
Famous actors help,, and to 
that end he signed Tom Hid- 
dleston. Jeremy Irons and Mad 
Men's Elisabeth Moss to tell 
his outlandish tale. 

“I like what (producer) Jer¬ 
emy Thomas says about it. 
His whole career has been 
about smuggling weird into 
the mainstream and I think 
that's about right. It’s a deal 
between you and the audi¬ 
ence." 

Part of that audience is Bal¬ 
lard's considerable fan base. 

“The Baliardian website 
have interviewed us a few 
times and they seem to be 
convinced that we haven't 
totally pissed up the leg of 
the memory of J.G. Ballard. 

“There was never any inten¬ 
tion to rile those people. They 
are partly the reason we are 
able to do the film, they are 
the fan base.

Morley Safer, the veteran 69 
Minutes correspondent who 
was equally at home reporting 
on social injustices, the Orient 
Express and abstract art, and 
who exposed a military atrocity 
in Vietnam that played an early 


role in changing Americans' 
view of the war, died Thursday, 
according to Kevin Tedesco. a 
CBS News publicist 

Safer, who had been in declin¬ 
ing health, died at his home in 
Manhattan. He announced his 
retirement last week and 60 
Minutes aired a tribute hour on 
Sim day, which he watched from 
his home, ledesco saidL 

That pro-gram marked the 
close of a 61 -year career for Safer, 
who. the network said, had the 
iongest-ever run on prime-time 
network television. 


Safer, who once claimed 
“there is no such thing as the 
common man; if there were, 
there would be no need for jour- 
nalisEs.' 1 was S4. 

"This is a very sad day for all 
of us at 60 Minutes and CBS 
News. Morley was a fixture, 
one of our pillars, and an in¬ 
spiration in many ways.

A sure sign of a mature artist 
is not how he or she reacts to 
praise, but rather to criticism. 

Montreal filmmaker Xavier 
Dolan demonstrated this Thurs¬ 
day at the Cannes film Festival, 
with his calm and measured re 
action to the intense critical heat 
he's feeling here concerning his 
Palme d'Or contender it’s Only 
the End of the World, his sixth 
feature and the fifth to premiere 
at Cannes. 

Judging by the Twitter storm 
following Wednesday evening's 
press preview—which included 
denunciations of" pretentious r 
"untold agony” and "worst film 
at Cannes" for its in-your-face 
style — and by the serious res¬ 
ervations expressed even in ad¬ 
miring reviews of the film, you'd 
have thought Dolan had laid an 
egg of ostrich proportions on the 
Croisette. 

You might also expect Dolan. 
27. would respond like the petu¬ 
lant child he can sometimes 
seem, espec ially if he felt Cannes 
was fuming against him. He's 
been lauded as a wunderkind 
and enfant terrible—both terms 
he hates — since he stunned die 
Director’s Fortnight in Cannes in 
2O09 with 1 Killed My Mother, 
his auspicious debut he wrote, 
directed, edited and starred 
in. He's also competed for the 
Palme before, with the acclaimed 
Mommy in 2014, and sat on the 
Palme Jury last year. 

Wrong on both assumptions. 
It's Only the End of the Wo rid de¬ 
serves more applause than boos 
and Dolan handled press queries 
with considerable aplomb. Even 
his attire seemed more serious, 
a dark checked sport jacket and 
black T-shirt instead of the bright 
green suit he sported for his 20I4 
Palme debut. 

He didn’t flinch when the Lead- 
off question from a Kadio-Canada 
reporter zeroed right in on nega¬ 
tive reactions to the film. 

“Well, we're in Cannes ... 
some films are warmly wel¬ 
comed. other less so. I'm not 
particularly worried," Dolan said, 
smiling. 

"Maybe it takes a bit of time 
for the film to establish itself.” 

Dolan called It's Only the End 
of the World “my best film,” 
which is the kind of thing movie-

—was intended to be that way. 
He and cinematographer Andre 
Turpin, a regular collaborator, 
opted to move right in on the 
actors' faces to capture the high 
emotion of the accusations, in¬ 
sults and regrets hurled during a 
dysfunctional family gathering. 

Adapting a stage play by ac¬ 
claimed French playwright jean- 
Luc Lagarce, who died of AIDS 
in 1995 at age 3S, It's Only the 
End of the World is about a gay 
writer named Louis (Gaspard 
Ulliel). who, having learned he's 
suffering from a terminal illness, 
decides to return to the rural 
French hometown he quit 12 


as the Prodigal ion. the same old 
family hurts and judgments that 
drove him away a dozen years 
earlier return with a vengeance. 

Suspense is maintained 
throughout the film, like Hitch¬ 
cock's rule about a bomb hidden 
beneath a park bench, because 
the audience knows something 
really explosive is about to hap¬ 
pen — Louis' announcement of 
his impending death—but most 
of the characters don't. 

Its Only the End of the World 
doesn't entirely succeed because 
UUiel's character is ultimately far 
too shallow and reticent to en¬ 
gage with, and the family's atgu- 


to each other that matters, but 
what they don’t say. 

"They talk about everything 
except what they really feel, 14 
Dolan said. 

Ulliel said it was “somewhat 
unsettling'’ to work with Dolan 
at first, because he’s the hands- 
on type of director and because 
of the big emphasis on close-ups. 

“We had the impression we 
were being filmed with a micro¬ 
scope.” 

But be soon got used to it, 
as did the other actors, who all 
raved about Dolan's passionate 
way of filmmaking, 

“You want to love him and 


you want him to love you” said 
Seydoux, who praised Dolan as 
the “rare director" who really 
understands actors, in part be¬ 
cause Dolan is also an actor. 

There was a flash of die Dolan 
of old when he first mouthed a 
common obscenity to describe 
something being “screwed up," 
and then said the obscenity into 
die microphone when Cotillard. 
thinking she'd misheard, asked 
him to repeat himself. 

But for a guy so often accused 
of being a showboat, he was the 
picture of restraint, perhaps chas¬ 
tened by the harsher critical re 
action to his film.

It’s surprising that it’s taken four 
decades for bombastic rock icons 
KISS to finally release a concert 
movie — especially when you 
consider the theatrical nature 
of the band. 

"If your art is strumming an 
acoustic guitar, sitting cross- 
legged on a Persian carpet with 
some incense, it may not trans¬ 
late wet! on a 30-foot screen " rea¬ 
soned blood-spirting buss player 
Gene Simmons while discuss¬ 
ing KISS Rocks Vegas, which 
premieres May 25 in theatres. 
“(But) the medium wants you 
to be bombastic — that's our 
middle name.” 

Kilmed over nine days in Sin 
City, moviegoers get an up-dose 
view of KISS in a more intimate 
setting at the Hard Kock Hotel 
which, as it turned out, was one 



of the biggest challenges for the 
band — cutting back on their 
pyrotechnic craziness for the 
sake of a cozier confine. 

“We couldn't fit all the stuff 
in," recalled Simmons of the 
film’s 4,0CKKseat venue. “When 
we play outdoors, we have to 
contact the local airports to make 
sure small planes don't go over¬ 
head and get knocked out of the 
sky. And that 's not even a joke’’ 1 

Aeronautic imperil merits 
aside. Simmons is pumped to 
promote the one-day cinematic 
event —just as he is to promote 
all things related to KISS, be it 
the iirenEi football team he co¬ 
owns with singer Paul Stanley, 
the duo’s American restaurant 
chain Rock Si Brews or the ex¬ 
panding KISS Kruise — an an¬ 
nual offshore voyage that sets 
sail from Miami this November. 

“ It's a gathering of tribes from 
all over the world," said Sim¬ 
mons of the latest KlSS-themed 
endorsement. “You'll see people 
proudly holding up the Maple 
Leaf or the Rising Sun from 
Japan: everybody holds up their 
colours but everybody speaks the 
same language.’ 

This year, the Kruise may bring 
Simmons some solace as wed Re¬ 
cently, the 66-year-old has come

Alanis sues manager 
over alleged theft 


Rocker Akin is Morissette has 
sued her former business man¬ 
ager for allegedly stealing S4.7 
million from her savings. 

The Canadian-born* Los An¬ 
geles-based singer, a giant in 
the alternative rotk boom of 
the 1990s. said her former man¬ 
ager tost her ji 15 million overall 
bolh through theft and other 
malfeasance. 

Morissetle said that Jona¬ 
than Schwartz made at least 
116 cash transfers worth a total 
of H 767,900 without her know¬ 
ledge from 2010 to 2014. 

Schwartz, convinced Moris- 
sette that her savings were in 
"fantastic” shape while in fact 
the transfers were "draining 
her assets and leading her on 
a road that could have led to 
financial ruin,” she said in the 
lawsuit filed in Los Angeles on 
Tuesday. 

Morissetle said that she in 
fact wanted to live solely on her 
current income and interest and 
had instructed Schwartz not to 
touch her investments.

The singer said she turned 
down a “lucrative" offer to per¬ 
form five shows in Lis Vegas 
after Schwartz convinced her 
that she did not need the 
money. 

Morissette said she fired 
Schwartz in March this year 
after growing suspicious when 
he could not provide timely 
information on her finances. 

When a new manager dis¬ 
covered the alleged theft, the 
lawsuit said that Schwartz came 
up with fictitious explanations 
including saying that the singer 
was investing in the marijuana 
business. 

Moris sette also named in the 
suit G SO Business Management, 
where Schwartz was a partner, 
saying the prominent Los Angel- 
es-area firm bore responsibility, 

GSO Business Management 
filed a separate lawsuit against 
Schwartz, who could not be 
reached for comment. 

The firm said it suspended 
Schwartz after the allegations 
came to light and was seeking 
an undetermined amount in 
damages as well as his formal 
dismissal. 

The company said its own 
investigation revealed that 
Schwartz sustained a "lavish 
lifestyle" that included a S50.000 
vacation to the Pacific island 
of Bora Bora, a 57 5,000 debt 
from a casino in The Bahamas 
and “substantiar unpaid tuxes. 

Morissette''s lawsuit comes a 
decade after a court found that 
a former manager had stolen 
some 55 million from Leonard 
Cohen, another prominent Can¬ 
adian artist who settled in Los

Dynamite ignites from 
Bamford’s 'dark place’

Comedian’s 
psychological 
stru gg les spur 
her new series 

Maria Bamford knows well the 
adage that comedy often comes 
from a dark place. 

After ail, she’s mined her own 
mental health issues for her 
stand-up act. which she’ll bring 
to Montreal’s Just for Laughs 
festival this summer. 

And her new star-packed Net¬ 
flix comedy series* Lady Dyna¬ 
mite, is loosely inspired by her 
struggles with depression and 
bipolar disorder. 

“It is an amalgamation of the 
Imagination of the writing staff 
and some of it is the storyline 


from ... when J had a mental 
shutdown,” she said in a recent 
phone interview. 

"Part of it is also surreal and 
goofy and was inspired by things 
that 1 said but not necessarily 
what happened.” 

Kicking off Friday, the series 
begins with the California native 
playing a somewhat fictionalized 
version of herself: a sweet comic 
in an eccentric show-business 
world trying to find balance. 

After a six-month break in 
a “psych ward,” she's on meds 
and looking to work less. But 
her manager, played by Fred 
Melamed, is keen to get her back 
in the saddle. 

Guest stars in the first epi¬ 
sode include Patton Oswalt. Ana 
Gasteyer, Jon dryer and Mark 
McGrath from Sugar Kay and 
fcxtra fame. 

Bamford, whose other credits 


include the Arrested Develop¬ 
ment reboot and Louie, said her 
“mental shutdown” was partly 
a result of her medication not 
working anymore. 

“It was a gradual feeling worse 
and worse,'’ she said. “I'vealways 
had some sort of depression, a 
soil of suicidal ideation thing, 
and I kind of accepted that as 
a normal state of being.” Some¬ 
thing also changed after she 
turned 40. possibly from hor¬ 
monal changes or stress. 

“I was extremely agitated, like 
every moment was unbearable,” 
said the 45-year-old. “I just didn't 
want to be around anymore. It 
was bizarre. 

“It was like ... if you're in a lot 
of pain and then you just want 
it to all end. 

In recent years. Bamford said 
she’s found a good combination 
of medication and has “rarely felt 


any sort of depression.” 

And she feels like she’s tri¬ 
umphed. gaining her own series 
despite her struggles. 

“I'm violently, aggressively 
optimistic and positive," she said, 
“and as a result of living in Los 
Angeles for so long, you have to 
believe in everything—and I do.”

When 1 looked at my itinerary 
for California it made me a 
little anxious.
